If you’re old enough, maybe you 
remember Johnny Ray singing about “the 
little white cloud that cried.’’ 

Well, that cloud arrived over Victoria this 
week but it’s going to take another week 
before we know what it was crying about. 

Scores of city residents were irked, 
worried or simply baffled by the cloud of 
something which left a dusting of white 
powder over cars and clothes Wednesday. 

It spattered down like an innocent rain 


shower but the drops left a white residue when 
they dried. Some people said the powder 
turned black on their fingers. 

There were the usual suspects, of course. 
In Victoria, the pollution branch sent out two 
inspectors to gather samples. 

“We ran some preliminary tests in the 
Victoria lab and there doesn’t appear to be 
any chloride in it, which pretty well rules out 
B.C. Forest Products,’’ the branch reported. 

“We looked at the new asphalt plant. It 


seems clear as a bell and the filters there are 
good. 

“We checked with B.C. Cement and that 
seems clear as well.” 

One possibility, said a spokesman, is that 
the cloud came from pulp mills across Juan de 
Fuca Strait “but that seems unlikely.” 

Samples that the little white cloud left 
behind have been sent to Vancouver for full 
analysis. Results are expected “in a week or 
two.”

Mail service back 


Mail service returntMl to 
Victoria Friday but it will take 
at least a week to clear the 
backlog and bring postal ser¬ 
vice back to normal 
Workers returned to work 
locally just hours after a 
marathon bargaining session 
in Ottawa produced an agree¬ 
ment which ended a week- 
long national strike. 

But mass meetings in Mon¬ 
treal. Toronto and Vancouver 


— the nation’s major clearing 
points for mail — still held the 
key to a return of full service. 

in Montreal Friday, postal 
workers approved the agree¬ 
ment and headed back to 
work. But in Toronto, the 
mass meeting was scheduled 
for Sunday and picket lines 
stayed up 

The Vancouver meeting 
was held F’riday afternoon so 
resumption of service there is 


not likely to begin before 
Monday. 

At the main Victoria office 
Friday morning, it was 
business as usual — but more 
so. 

Karly customers swamped 
wickets with stacks of office 
mail they bad been holding for 
the past week More poured in 
as the day passed. 

■’Most of the boys came in 
on time, at the beginning of 


their shifts. ” said a 
spokesman ’ And the others 
began trickling in as soon as 
they heard the news. ” 

He estimated it would take 
at least a week for backlogged 
mail to be cleared, especially 
with a continuing bottleneck 
in Vancouver. 

“Don’t hold your breath 
waiting for family allowance 
and income tax refunds. ” said 
another spokesman. 


The settlement in Ottawa 
came at 2 a m. Friday Vic¬ 
toria time after a 19-hour 
bargaining session under 
special mediator Eric Taylor. 

He had set himself two 
targets; getting postal ser¬ 
vice resumed and settling the 
thorny issue of automation in 
the postal service which led to 
the walkout 

While he appears to have 
succeeded in the first, the se¬ 
cond is still to be dealt with. 
Taylor will chair a committee 
to study the question and in¬ 
itial reports indicated it 
would get to work Friday

University of Victoria 
received the funds to create 
schools of nursing and social 
welfare this week following 
the announcement that UVic 
will receive an extra $900,000 
from the province for special 
programs. 

UVic president Dr. Hugh 
Farquhar said the search for 
directors of the two schools is 
under way and the schools 
“will be in operation in some 
form as soon as we get these 
people." 

He said $25,000 will be used 
to set up the structure for the 
school of social welfare, 
$50,000 for the school of 
nursing, and $.380,000 for the 


Oil power may dim 


Oil companies in B.C. will 
face new price controls if the 
provincial government 
decides the industry has not 
acted responsibly or increases 
the price of gasoline by more 
than 8.5 cents a gallon next 
month. 

Amendments to the Energy 
Act,‘ introduced in the 
legislature this week, would, 
give the government- 
appointed B.C. Energy 
Commission power to con¬ 
trol all increases in the price 
of petroleum products. 


Attorney-General Alex 
Macdonald said the legislation 
will not be proclaimed by 


cabinet unless “unjustified 
things” take place in the 
petroleum industry.

Air service normal 


Canada’s national air 
service is coming back to 
normal following the ap¬ 
pointment of a mediator to re¬ 
open negotiations between 
federal firemen and the 
Treasury Board. 

Firefighters returned to 
work within hours of the 
announcement of a mediator’s 
appointment. His recom¬ 
mendations will not be binding 
on either side. 

The mediator is Tom 


O’Connor, of Toronto, who 
brought about a settlement, in 
the nation wide postal strike in 
1970. 

Western firefighters who 
spearheaded a work stoppage 
three weeks ago, were happy 
with the announced rejection 
of a tentative settlement 
which had been put to a 
ratification vote by the Public 
Service Alliance of Canada. 

Tfiey have been asking for 
wage parity with municipal 
firefighters, and have been in 
a dispute with their own union 


for 


over their demand 
n^iunal wage rates. 

They claim their current 
rates — just over $9,000 a year 
— reflect current eastern 
wages, but should not be 
applicable in cities and 
regions where the cost of 
living and average wages are 
higher. 

The Public Service Alliance 
has been committed to 
national wage rates, and the 
firefighters are hoping that a 
mediator will propose a new 
basis for settlement. 


One of those “unjustified 
things” could be the increase 
in gasoline prices expected 
next month when the price of 
crude oil in Canada rises from 
$3.80 to $6.50 a barrel. 

Macdonald said the 
government has determined 
that a “justifiable” increase 
to consumers would be 8.5 
cents per gallon. 

“We want to hold the lid at 
that,” he said. 

Presumably, if oil com¬ 
panies in the province in¬ 
crease gasoline prices more 
than 8.5 cents, the government 
would speed proclamation of 
its new bill and tlie coin- 
mission would order a 
reduction in the price and 
system of refunds on the 
higher increases. 

Macdonald said the 
new “clout” given the 
government is part of 
Premier Barrett’s promise to 
protect consumers from the 
nation-wide increase in crude 
oil prices. 

But he later dodged op¬ 
position questions about a 
possible reduction in gasoline 
taxes to reduce the expected 
price jump.

UVic law school “which is less 
than we requested.” 

The remaining funds, an¬ 
nounced by the provincial 
department of education, will 
be distributed to the depart¬ 
ment of continuing education 
with $93,625 for part-time 
student programs on campus 
and $75,000 for an extension 
program in Nanaimo; $60,000 
for “innovative” pre^rams 
through the faculty of 
education; and $225,000 for the 
teachers’ internship pre^ram 
this summer. 

“It’s not as much as we 
asked for,” said Farquhar. 
“but the government has said 
okay here’s some money; 
show us what you can do.” 

Initially suggested in 1%7, it 
has been recommended the 
nursing school offer a post 
diploma program for 
registered nurses which would 
lead to a B.A. in nursing. A 
senate committee suggested 
the school offer 30 to36 units of 
courses at a time when 
working nurses can par¬ 
ticipate over a period of up to 
six years. 

The school would also 
consider offering a masters 
degree as soon as possible. 

The school of social welfare, 
also first suggested in 1967, 
would offer both a B.A. and 
master’s program. 

Farquhar stressed that the 
special teachers to the 
province’s teaching roster in 
September, is “not a crash 
program but simply a dif¬ 
ferent way of going about 
training teachers.” 

The provincial department 
of education is also providing 
subsidies to help students 
cover the cost , of tuition and 
books for that program, he 
said.

Garde Gardom (L- 
Vancouver-Point Grey) raised 
the issue after his colleague 
Pat McGeer successfully 
distinguished between B.C. 
and imported wines in a well 
publicized taste test. 

Garoom said that was proof 
of the inferiority of local wines 
and asked Attorney-Genera I 
Alex Macdonald if he would 
list more imported wines in 
B.C. liquor stores. 

But Macdonald claimed 
McGeer’s test shows only that 


B.C. wines are distinguishable 
but not necessarily inferior. 

“Who’s responsible for the 
iack of palate policy* in the 
Liquor Control Board?’’ 
demanded Gardom. 

This time Jordan jumped to 
her feet and “’on behalf of the 


farmers of B.C.” demanded 
that the Leberals withdraw 
their allegations. 

While Liberals laughed at 
her silver spoon remark, 
Socred Don Phillips (South 
Peace River) shouted that it 
was all “sour grapes.” 
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This weekend we ll be celebrating O)^ 34th wedding an¬ 
niversary. Under Section 12, Paragraph ‘‘A*’ of the Columnists’ 
Code this entitles me to several hundred words of reflection on 
matrimony. There’s nothing whatever you can do about it. It is 
the law. 

I feel singularly mellow on this subject at the moment. Not 
merely because we have survived so long as a team, but 
because of a piirty I was at this wedc at the home of my very 
first city editor. 

Among the guests were a dozen or more newspapermen I’ve 
known most of my working life. We see each other from time to 
time, but it was the first occasion in many cases — in one case 
before the war — that I’ve seen them together with their wives. 
Many (A them are grandparents, as we are, ourselves, and have 
gone through other stresses and tribulations of couples of our 
vintage. 

Now, in cold black and white, I know, it will sound like the 
worst kind of sentimentalizing, but I came away feeling as if I’d 
seen a demonstration of the goodness and rightness of sue-

cessful matrimony, a sort of affirmation of the values that are 
eventually realized when the partnership of a man and woman 
has stood time’s test. 

I could be wrong. Maybe it was just a kind of truce that I 
was admiring. But it looked to me m(»‘e like a victory. 

I mention this partly to reinforce my own theory, widely 
held in disrepute, that marriages become easier and mwe 
meaningful as they mature and that, like certain kinds (tf 
cheese, they must be aged. No, not cheese. Make that wine. 

The first five years, certainly, are the toughest. That is 
because hardly anybody ever realizes what a difficult 
proposition marriage really is. No commercial enterprise ever 
had the inherent pitfalls of holy wedlock. In effect, those wed¬ 
ding vows hurl together in collision two people who rarely un¬ 
derstand each other, whose temperaments and habits are very 
often fundamentally incompatible. 

For one thing, it may take five years or more to realize that 
biology alone, however delightful, isn’t enough to make a happy 
marriage and that a ceaseless process of adjustment, com-

promise and the granting of concessions must be made. 

I think the romantic aspect of marriage has to endure if it is 
to be a success. I go right along with that marriage counsellor 
who recently opined, “The trouble with modern-day matrimony 
is that too many husbands and wives are secretly in love with 
their wives and husbands.” But romance alone isn’t nearly 
enough. Sexual fulfillment alone isn’t enough. It is the 
sacrificing of individuality on both sides that makes a happy 
marriage and the word for that, I suppose, is “unselfishness.” 

There is no formula for it. You have to play it by ear. It is 
crazy mathematics in which each player must ante into every 
pot knowing that the stakes must be shared to make the gamble 
worthwhile, a most difficult philosophy for any self-respecting 
poker player. 

Just two m(sre thoughts on matrimony and I’ll let you go. 

The first is the fallacy that marriage thrives best under 
hardship. It does not. More marriages break up on the barnacles 
of econcHiiic troubles than from any other of the many perils 
they face. 


If I were asked to give one word of advice to any newlywedsl 
— though they’re not exactly queuing up for it — I’d warn them] 
to live within their means, not to over-extend through those] 
deceptively painless easy credit terms. 

A pay-as-you-go marriage will always be safer than one] 
that’s mortgaged far into the future. I know this because it isj 
advice we scrupulously avoided all our married life to this very ] 
day. 

Secondly, 1 still believe that boys and girls should wait until] 
they are men and women before they make the leap. 

Our own marriage and many of those I admired at that! 
party prove that you can’t generalize on this. We managed toj 
make it in spite of being child brides and grooms. 

But education, experience, travel and adventure are as 
excellent qualifications for wedlock as they are for any other 
venture a^ this is advice I offer without the slimiest ex¬ 
pectation that it will influence anyone. 

And, besides, that’s all the lecturing I'm allowed until thisj 
very same time a year from now.

A rookie and a veteran exchanged opposite but uniquely 
complimentary views in sylvan Saanich council debate one 
recent evening, and for some it brought home the meaning of 
local government. 

It also touched an exposed nerve in the Saanich ad¬ 
ministration, grown sensitive to resignations from the 
engineering department over the past two years. 

The debate within a debate which livened briefly a public 
works committee meeting was attended by long-service 
alderman Alan Newberry and council newcomer Mel Couvelier, 
who notwithstanding his experience with pditics at a higher 
level — as former president of the provincial Liberal association 
— expressed a narrow view of council’s role. 

AJdermen were arguing the merits of extending un¬ 
derground municipal services beyond a recognized urban 
containment boundary, for which residents («• prospective 
residents frequently apply. 

In the past, council has taken the view that extension of 
services willy-nilly could have undesirable side effects from an 
engineering standpoint — like reduced water pressure where 
mains are of limited capacity — and from a planning point of 
view — such as encouraging construction beyond the boundary 
of economic and socially acceptable urban development. 

Codvelier held this to mean council had set a policy and that 
engineering staff, who deal with ai^lications, should administer 
it strictly. Otherwise, if council made exceptions, the staff could 
properly wonder where was the consistency and he did not 
blame them for frustrations leading to resignation. 

If there was a policy, council should support its staff by 
sticking to it, Couvelier said with characteristic directness 
Politics should not be involved until a change of policy occurred, 
he said. 

But that was too narrow, Newberry countered. It was the 
role of council, through its committee recommendations, to 
consider matters on their merits, to give political c(msiderations 
to subjects coming before the aldermen. 

In that way. although he didn’t say so expressly, council 
could maintain a fluid, self-adjusting approach to development, 
particularly needed in such a fast-growing municipality. 

The two aldermen clashed, had their say and proceeded 
amicably to other subjects without resolving their argument. 

But the lesson is there, and of course there is good to be 
found on each side. 

Council can’t let the administration interpret fine degrees of 
“policy,” nor indeed create policy. Nor can aldermen sit in 
judgment on every single application for development. There 
must be delegation of responsibility to staff in a broad sense, 
under direction of both the municipal administrator and the 
mayor and council.

Rites held 
for two 
' educators 

Funeral services were held 
recently for G. Reid Elliot and 
Thomas Percival Emmerson, 
both well respected for their 
role in education circles. 

University of Victoria 
professor Emeritus, Elliot 
died after a heart attack at 
Royal Jubilee Hospital. He 
was 69. 

Long associated with 
Victoria College and later 
UVic, he headed the depart¬ 
ment of commerce and 
economics before retiring and 
being appointed in 1969 as 
assistant director of the 
executive development 
training program for civil 
servants. 

Emmerson was founder and 
headmaster for 40 years ot 
Malvern House School for 
boys. 

Born in Durham County. 
England. Emmerson founded 
the school in 1923 and named it 
after his alma mater in 
England. He retired in 1963. 

Emmerson is survived by a 
sister, Margaret in Red Deer. 
Alta.

made by Premier Dave 
Barrett, he said. 

The second part of Barrett’s 
promise will be more 
legislation this session to 
increase royalties on crude oil 
at the well-head, he said. 

But Macdonald would not 
expand on any further details 
of the government’s plan to 
ease the effect of oil price 
increases on B.C. consumers. 

Asked about Alberta and 
Saskatchewan, where tax cuts 
were announced recently, 
Macdonald said only that 
those provinces are oil 
producers. 

The attorney-general said 
he hoped the new legislation 
can be pushed through the 
legislature and the lieutenant- 
governor called in to give it 
royal assent before 
prorogation. 

The amendments are to 
Part IV of the Energy Act, a 
section which was never 
proclaimed. 

Macdonald said the ex¬ 
istence of Part IV has al¬ 
ready “had a salutary effect” 
because the oil industry “has 
not increased prices unduly.” 

The old section gave the 
Energy Commission power, 
with the approval of cabinet, 
to fix prices and to licence all 
businesses in the petroleum 
industry. 

The newly amended section 
would give the commission 
power, without cabinet ap¬ 
proval, to hold hearings into 


price increases which occur in 
the six months preceding 
proclamation and order the 
prices rolled-back if it finds 
the increases unjustified. 

After proclamation, no 
business would be able to 
further increase prices 
without first receiving ap¬ 
proval of the commission. 

Before granting such ap¬ 
proval, the commission could 


ask the industry to supply all 
information it required to 
justify the price increase. 

The amended sections, in 
almost every case, eliminate 
the need for the commission to 
receive cabinet approval for 
its actions, thus giving the 
appointed commission 
members wide power to act 
without reference to govern¬ 
ment. 
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Gas price war 
good for shopper' 

VANCOUVER — Gasoline price wars and intense 
competition would benefit the consumer more than 
government controls, an Imperial Oil spokesman said this 
week. 

There is no evidence that price controls have helped 
the consumer anywhere in the free world, said Clifford 
Goddard, Imperial’s corporate manager. 

Goddard was commenting on tighter controls on B.C. 
oil companies proposed by the provincial government. 

He said the controls on gasoline and oil prices could 
have serious effects on the petroleum industry and 
jeopardize future oil supplies. 

“Reserves are running out in the conventional areas 
— Alberta and B.C. — so we are having to go into ex¬ 
tremely high-cost frontier fields to find replacement 
fuels,” he said. 

Finding these replacement fuels costs a gigantic 
financial investment, said Goddard 


Registered nurses in B.C. 
will receive a $270 a month 
wage increase over the next 
two years — less than they 
had asked for but more than 
B.C. Hospitals Association 
had offer^. 

The binding settlement was 
handed down this week by 
industrial relations consultant 
Clive McKee, who was 
appointed April 5 averting a 
threatened nurses strike. 

At present the base rate for 
nurses is $672 a month, which 
will increase to $850 
retroactive to Jan. 1, 
increasing again to $942 in 
1975. 

The nurses had rejected an 
offer of $815 and $915, seeking 
instead $917 and $1,007. 

The jump, they said, was 
necessary because of a large 
pay increase given to 
practical nurses last fall, 
when they were given wage 
parity with hospital orderlies. 
The registered nurses 
wanted to maintain their wage 
differential over the practical 
nurses. 


Nora Paton, director of 
personnel services for the 
Registered Nurses 
Association of B.C., said the 
settlement goes a long way 
towards re-establishing the 
differential, but needed to go 
further. 


“We are disappointed,” she 
said, “that the settlement 
didn’t fully re-establish the 
percentage diffemtial.”

Any recommendations 
made by McKee will be put to 
union membership for ac¬ 
ceptance or rejection. 
Management also has the 
right to reject his recom¬ 
mendations.

AIR BUSINESS BOOMING ALONG 

Big in a small way 


So federal firefighters are 
on strike, our airports are 
either closed or operating on a 
restricted basis and air traffic 
controllers and radio 
operators could go on strike 
anytime. 

1116 pace of Canada’s entire 
aviation business has dropped 
to stalling speed and all that 
remains to come is the crash. 
Right? 

Wrong. 

Just ask Bill Sylvester, if 
you can get him away from 
the phone or the radio 
microphone for long enough. 
Or ask the ticket agent for Air 
West down on the Inner 
Harbor (you won’t get much 
of an answer from him; he’s 
too busy to tell you how busy 
he is). 

At a time when the air 
industry’s biggies are out of 
the air, their huge jets 
grounded and thousands of 
their employees on layoffs, 
both Air West Airlines and 
Sylvester’s Victoria Flying 
Services are proving that 
being small can also be great. 

Air West is zipping 
passengers between Victoria 
and Vancouver harbors six 
times a day, 17 at a time, and 
Is adding two extra round-trip 
daily flights. 

Victoria Flying Services is 
also carrying people between 
the two cities, with two 
scheduled harbor-to-harbor 
flights a day and as many 
extras as are needed. It’s also 
doing a booming charter 
business both to the Mainland 
and to Seattle and is hauling 
more than double its usual 
volume of freight. Business is 
so good, says Sylvester, that 
with his 14 aircraft and all his

pilots on the go, he’s having 
trouble filling the demand. 

“We’re doing as much as we 
can, but it’s just go, go, go,” 
he said in an interview 
squeezed betwrth phone eaHs 
and radio conversations with 
his aircraft at Victoria 
International Airport. 

“We’ve got every pilot we 
have in the air right now. 
What we’re really busy with is 
charters to Seattle. We can 
hardly keep up with it. Anyone 
who had a ticket with Pan Am 
or any of the American 


airlines wants to get to Seattle 
to pick up flights there.” 

Although he offered no 
figures — he said he hasn’t 
had time to compile them — 
he estimated his charter 
business Is double what it 
normally is at this time of the 
year. Cost of chartering one of 
Sylvester’s aircraft for a 
flight to Vancouver is $43 
(compared with $20 a seat on a 
scheduled flight). A Seattle 
charter costs $100 for a single¬ 
engine plane or $140 for a twin- 
engine. 

In addition to his freight, 
passenger and charter 


operations, Sylvester also 
runs an aircraft maintenance 
service, specialty flights for 
phot(^raphy and sightseeing, 
and a flying school. Five of his 
14 planes operate from the 
Inner Harbor, directly in front 
of the Legislative Buildings, 
where “we get them by the 
thousands for scenic tours.” 

Sylvester’s air taxi stand in 
the Inner Harbor bothers 
Victoria city council and he 
has been (»*dcred to clear out 
by Dec. 1. Although he will 
probably have no choice but to 
comply, Sylvester said, he has 
several other sites available 
and will not leave the harbor 
altogether. 

Although it would seem that 
every little strike helps add to 
Victoria Flying Services’ 
business boom, Sylvester said 
he doesn’t like to see the big 
airline shut down. “It’s just 
too hard on the economy.” 

And he downplays the idea 
that he’s making a fcurtune out 
of the situation: “If it kept 
going like this we’d make 
nothing but money. But it has 
its high periods .vhere you 
rake it in, and its low periods 
where you lose your shirt. 
Don’t forget, a lot of people 
have gone broke in this 
business.” 

Because of the different 
nature of its operation, Air - 
West Airlines, which operates 
out of Vancouver, has not felt 
much of an increase in its 
business. 

Unlike Victoria Flying 
Services — which must st^ at 
one of five points in the Gulf 
Islands on every crossing — 
Air West flies direct from 
harbor to harbor strictly on a 
scheduled basis. 


Residents in Greater Vic- 
tOTia School District will pay 
higher school taxes this year, 
but not nearly as high as they 
might have. 

A 2.5 mill rate increase 
approved Thursday evening 
by Greater Victoria school 
board was about half the in¬ 
crease originally expected. 

C^use of the lower mill rate 
increase was an extra 
$1,168,133 in special grants 
given the board by the 
provincial government to 
keep the mill rate down. 

The board set the 1974 mill 
rate at 35.2 mills, compared 
with 32.7 mills last year. 'That 
rate will raise $17,872,703 from 
the four core municipalities 
and some rural areas. 

The increase means an 
average homeowner, with a 
house of $10,000 in assessed 
value, will pay a school tax of 
$152.20 after the $200* 
homeowner grant is sub¬ 
tracted. That’s $25 more than 
last year. 

The grant that kept the mill 
rate down was part of $21 
million that Education 
Minister Eileen Dailly has 
distributed to 69 B.C. school 
boards, primarily so they can 
hire more teachers and 
reduce the pupil-teacher ratio 
in classrooms. 

The Greater Victcx-ia board 
has already made efforts to

reduce its pupil-teacher 
ratios, so the grant it received 
was earmarked for lowering 
the mill rate. 

Board chairman Peter Bunn ‘ 
said he’s pleased with the 
extra grant, but wishes some

of it could have been used tq 
make even smaller classes by 
hiring extra teachers. 

The board approved its findl 
1974 budget of $34.6 million, 
which includes an operating 
budget of $29.1 million. 


Mill rate 
drop 


Before Victoria city council gets down to serious 
budget trimming next week, Mayor Peter Pollen is 
already predicting that the city’s 1974 budget will produce 
a mill rate decrease of around six or seven mills. 

Pollen told his weekly news conference the reduction 
has been made possible through “very conservative” 
budgetting, good management and the “inordinately 
high” increase in property assessments in the com¬ 
mercial and industrial sector. 

He was referring to the removal of restraints on 
assessment increases for commercial and industrial 
properties, which have seen massive jumps in assessed 
value. 

The mayor stressed that a mill rate decrease doesn’t 
necessarily mean lower taxes; in fact many property 
owners both residential and commercial would suffer 
“substantial” tax increases. 

However, city officials indicate the bulk of the burden 
will fall on commercial properties, and most homeowners 
should be paying fewer tax dollars. 

If the mill rate were to remain unchanged from last 
year, one official said, the average commercial property 
in the city would pay roughly 40 per cent more in taxes.

UVic hikes Canada's highest? 


University of Victoria 
faculty will receive average 
salary increases of 16 per cent 
which “could well be the 
highest increase to faculty 
across Canada,” UVic 
president Dr. Hugh Farquhar 
announced this week. 

A basic increase of 10 per 
cent, a four per cent increase 
in merit paymc and an 
average two per cent 


adju'-tment payment, ranging 
from $250 to $450 depending on 
seniority, was offered “to 
overcome discrepancies 
between faculty in the lower 
salary ranks,” said Farquhar. 

“In the past few years, our 
position has improved 
although it has not kept up in 
terms of money with 
University (tf B.C. and Simon 
Fraser University,” 
Farquhar told faculty. “But 
our revised policy, no matter 


how you slice it, is 16 per cent 
and could well be the highest 
in Canada as well as in B.C.” 

Farquhar said the 
university “has always given 
faculty salaries high priority 
and we tried very, very hard 
to come up with this policy.” 

The announcement fellows 
an initial offer April 2 of 12 per 
cent (eight per cent basic 
increase with four per cent for 
merit payments) which was 
refused by the UVic faculty 


association for its failure to 
cover cost of living increases. 

Faculty association 
president Dr. (Charles Tolman 
described the latest offer as 
“a step in the right direction.” 

Faculty, he said, will accept 
the offer because “we don’t 
have any negotiating powers 
but we’ll try to make up for it 
next year.” 

“We’re gratified to learn 
that the basic salary increase 
will be 10 per cent and we fully 


support the addition of the 
adjustment factw. I must, 
however, express 
disappointment that the 
adjustment only averages out 
to two per cent, particularly 
when it amounts to only 1.6 
per cent of the 4.4 increase in 
total budget grant announced 
by the provincial 
government.” 

He added that faculty had 
requested adjustment 
payments of 5 per cent.

But in this situation of 
wild inflation we have today 
it’s a whole new ball game.” 

He pointed out material 
costs were zooming. As an 
example, he said, the cost of 
gravel had risen 60 per cent in 
the past year. 

Aid. John Goult suggested 
some “substantial 
borrowing” might be needed 
to save money in the future. 

Fire Chief Bill Pearson 
expressed concern over the 
high cost of replacing 
equipment. The aerial truck 
now in operation cost $25,000, 
he said, while a new one would 


be priced at $125,000. The 
price of pumper trucks, he 
added, had doubled from 
$20,000 to $40,000. The 
municipality puts so much 
money away each year for its 
replacement program. This 
year’s allotment is $13,000. 

The council gets down to its 
next budget session Monday.

Commercial and un¬ 
developed land in Metchosin 
has suffered the highest tax 
assessment increases in the 
Capital Regional District this 
year. 

Assessments in Metchosin 
are up 85 per cent over last 
year, and the increases fall 
almost entirely on land not 
used for residential or 
agricultural purposes. 

Lowest assessment in¬ 
creases in the district were in 
Oak Bay, up 6 per cent, ac¬ 
cording to figures released by 
the Capital Regional District 
board. 

Board chairman Jim 
Campbell said the Metchosin 
increases are good news for 
homeowners in the area but 
owners of undeveloped land 
there “are going to be mur¬ 
dered.” 

They will be forced to lift 
much of the tax burden from 
homeowners in Metchosin, 
Campbell said. 

But in an area like Oak Bay, 
with very little undeveloped 
land, he said, honeowners are 
likely to have to bear an extra 
tax bill. 

The skyrocketing tax 
assessment increases are the 
result of the provincial 
government's lifting the 10 per 
cent a year ceiling on in¬ 
creases for commercial and 
undeveloped property. The 10 
per cent ceiling has been left 
on residential and farm land.

Portuguese coup trouble for South Africa 


LISBON - The takeover of 
Portugal by its armed forces 
Thursday could have serious 
repercussions on the security 
of South Africa, political 
observers warn. 

The two Portuguese 
colonies in Africa, 
Mozambique and Angola, with 
their thousands of troops have 


acted as buffers for South 
Africa. But if the coup in 
Portugal succeeds, there is a 
strong chance that 
Portuguese troops will either 
be withdrawn from the 
cdonies or their support will 
be thrown to the Black African 
guerrilla movement. 

This could lead to disastrous 


results in South Africa, ruled 
by Prime Minister John 
Vorster’s pro-apartheid 
government. 

Soldiers Thursday seized 
airports and broadcasting 
stations in Lisbon and other 
parts of Portugal. 

Reports said Prime 
Minister Marcello Caetano 


and President Americo Deus 
Rodriguez Thomaz are to be 
exiled to Madeira along with 
several cabinet ministers and 
the head of the armed forces. 

Troops surrounded Lisbon 
barracks containing the prime 
minister and president and 
gave them an ultimatum to 
surrender or be shot. 

A spokesmen for the 


insurgent forces said they 
favor democracy and peace in 
Africa and have promised 
parliamentary elections in 
Portugal at a later date. 

The uprising came on the 
heels of a secret document 
that Portuguese army officers 
smuggled to Britain which 
confirmed a report by a 


Catholic missionary that 
Portuguese troops had 
conducted widespread 
massacres of native villagers 
in Mozambique. 

The Portuguese army has 
advocated the country’s 
withdrawal from Africa for 
months, the situation there 
being similar to that involving 
U.S. troops in Vietnam. 


If there is a troop 
withdrawal, South Africa will 
be left with a lengthy bcn-der to 
defend. In addition, there 
could be an influx of 
Portuguese settlers from 
Angola and Mozambique. 

Vorster’s National Party 
won an easy election victory 
Tuesday in South Africa. Only 
whites were permitted to vote.

Canada’s optimistic outlook 
is based on a one per cent 
climb by the real domestic 
product in January and 
another one per cent hike in 
February. The real domestic 
product measures the con¬ 
tribution of all industries to 
the gross national product 
after allowing for the effects 
of inflation.

LONDON—A British sheepdog called William 
Arethyn has barked his way to a cool stock market 
profit of $24,000 in less than a year. 

His master, Robert Beckman, figures the dog may 
be well on the way to becoming a millionaire.

With his barking, William advised Beckman to buy 
some shares and several weeks later, again by 
barking, he wanted them sold.

More depressing to U.S. 
economists than the sagging 
GNP is the rate of inflation. 
According to the commerce 
department, prices sky¬ 
rocketed at a rate of 10.8 
per cent in the final quarter of 
1973. Despite the rise, con¬ 
sumers are spending wildly 
and it has the economists 
baffled. 

This devil-may-care at¬ 
titude on the part of the public 
runs exactly opposite to 
traditional behavior in times 
of economic uncertainty. 
Normally, people start salting 
away more of their paycheque 
as a nest egg in case things get 
worse. 

But the personal savings 
rate in the U.S. — the per¬ 
centage of income people put 
into financial institutions — 
drop{>ed between January and 
March. 

“The consumer is not just 
sitting in his cave waiting; he 
is out spending,” said Sydney 
Jones, chief economist of the 
U.S. Department of Com¬ 
merce. Inflation itself could 
be feeding the retail surge. 
“Buy now,” the theory goes, 
“because things will only get 
more ex|)ensive next year.” 

They probably will in view 
of a shortage of materials that 
is stagnating output. But 
sooner or later, economists 
believe, the bubble will burst. 
The signs are already there in 
the form of high unem¬ 
ployment and decreasing 
personal incomes. 

There are several reasons 
why a rapid improvement in 
the economy is unlikely: 

— Inventories are high, 
making it difficult to build up 
production; 

—The U.S. Federal Reserve 
Board is pursuing a tight 
money policy, thereby helping 
to push interest rates on loans 
above 10 per cent 

— The bottom has fallen out 
of the U.S. housing industry 
with a 35 {)er cent drop in new 
starts com{>ared with last 
year; 

— There is a shortage of all 
types of raw materials, 
creating bottlenecks and 
hobbling the economy ; 

— Major labor contracts are 
coming up for renewal with 
unions demanding huge wage 
increases to combat inflation. 

The economic threat isn’t 
confined to the United States. 
Secretary-General Kurt 
Waldheim of the United 
Nations has warned that trade 
deficits caused by recent big 
boosts in the price of oil and 
other raw materials could 
lead to a worldwide 
depression.

Election: 
Hot air 
or real? 

OTTAWA - Will there 
really be an election in July? 

New Democratic Party 
Leader David Lewis promised 
this week to move a non¬ 
confidence motion against the 
minority Liberal government 
after Finance Minister John 
Turner brings down his 
budget May 6. 

But while this would give 
the Conservatives their long- 
awaited opportunity to defeat 
the government, Tory leader 
Robert Stanfield is skeptical. 
He believes Lewis may only 
try to extract budgetary 
concessions in the same 
manner he did prior to the last 
budget 15 months ago. 

Stanfield, in fact, indicated 
this week that while the NDP 
may move for defeat of the 
government on the budget, the 
motion would be in terms the 
Conservatives could not ac¬ 
cept. 

This would assure survival 
of Prime Minister Pierre 
Trudeau’s Liberals. 

This would certainly be a 
more acceptable situation for 
the NDP than a majority for 
eitlier the Liberals or Con¬ 
servatives and it is doubtful if 
Lewis is willing to risk losing 
his balance-of-power position. 

If the government was 
brought down because of the 
May 6 budget, say on May 8 or 
9, the earliest an election 
could take place would be 60 
days later. Standing in the 
House now is Liberals 109, 
Conservatives 106, NDP 31, 
Social Credit 15, vacant 2 and 
Speaker Lucien Lamoureux 1.

Because he was afraid that 
malignancies would develop if 
the healing was left to 
eventual natural processes, 
the doctor decided to use 
Tanner’s method. 

“Within three days, the 
ulcers were healed,” said 
Tanner.

Hormones double IQ? 


JOHANNESBURG - An 
expectant mother here has 
been injected with ex¬ 
perimental hormones which 
doctors claim can double the 
IQ of babies by heightening 
the development of brain cells 
during the last four weeks of 
pregnancy.

“He has punished himself 
severely,” Judge William 
Ostler said this week in 
Victoria provincial court of a 
17-year-old Campbell River 
youth who went unlawfully at 
large just before his parole 
came through. 

Lutz Koch pleaded guilty to 
a charge of being unlawfully 
at large April 1 from the 
Wilkinson Road provincial jail 
in Saanich, where he was 
serving a term of two years 
less a day imposed last Aug. 
30 in Surrey for armed rob¬ 
bery and other (rffences. 

Prosecutor Peter Birkett 
and defence lawyer Keith 
Hamilton said Koch was 
released March 28 on a five- 
day pass to arrange a job in 
the Campbell River area, 
failed to return on schedule at 
B p.m. April 1 and finally 
returned on his own April 6. 

Hamilton said Koch didn’t 
return “mainly because he 
couldn’t handle the pressures 
of Wilkinson Road ... he just 
couldn’t come back." 

But, “after a few days and 
talking to some friends, he 
seems to have realized it was 
futile." So Koch went back 
only to learn a parole had been 
arranged — a parole that 
since has been cancelled 
because of his absence. 

Ostler said higher courts 
have ruled deterrence is the 
key factor in sentences for 
such cases — “there is too 
much abuse of privileges. The 
whole system is put into 
disabuse ... it causes great 
public unhappiness and 
redounds (on) other in¬ 
mates." 

Koch was sentenced to four 
months in jail, which must be 
served before he can complete 
his earlier term. 

Ostler said a pre-sentence 
report for Francis Thomas 
Kenyon, 21, of 146 Clarence, 
showed he had been in Canada 
for four years and had four 
criminal convictions, one for 
possession of a narcotic. 

“He has exhibited nothing 
but contempt for the laws of 
this country.” the judge said 
of Kenyon, who pleaded guilty 
April 4 to a charge of 
possession of a small amount 
of hashish March 21 at his 
residence.

theft of a TV set and a radio 
and of uttering a $250 cheque. 
Green ordered that Pruden 
have no association with drug 
users during his probation. 

Fines of $350 and six-month 
probationary terms were set 
by Ostler for Victorian Gordon 
Malcolm Colleaux, 19, and 
Harvey Francis Churchill, 18, 
of Nanaimo. They pleaded 
guilty to a joint charge of 
possession of about eight 
ounces of marijuana Feb. 8 
when police checked a car 
parked in the 1300-block 
Government. 

Probation for 18 months was 
set by Ostler for Sharon Marie 
Powell, 18, of 908 Market, who 
had pleaded guilty to false 
pretences in cashing 11 
worthless cheques for a total 
of $456 in goo^ and cash. A 
condition of probation was 
that she “not incur debts by 
borrowing money or by in¬ 
stalment buying." 

One year’s probation was 
the penalty given by Ostler for 
Victorian Leonard Earl 
Borden, 17. He had pleaded 
guilty to theft of a car and to 
fraud in obtaining $15.50 worth 
of gasoline.

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Snubbed Seattle wooed by new league 


Seattle, bypassed Wed¬ 
nesday by the National 
Football League for an ex¬ 
pansion franchise, is looking 
towards the World Football 
League. 

NFL owners decided at a 
meeting in New York to award 
a franchise to Tampa for a 
(16-million fee. The new team 
will become the 27th NFL club 
in 1976 and league owners 
indicated that at least one 
other city, and possibly more, 
would be added later this year 
under the same terms. 
Seattle, Phoenix, Honolulu 


and Memphis — cities which 
made bids for the New York 
meetings — are under c n- 
sideration. 

Commissioner Pete Rozelle 
said the owners were at¬ 
tracted to Tampa for a 
number of reasons, including 
the stadium, weather and 
general sports interest. The 
municipally-owned Tampa 
Stadium, which is used 
strictly for football, will be 
enlarged from its present 
46,477-seat capacity to 72,000 
by the time the new team 
enters the NFL. 


Immediately following the 
news that Seattle was un¬ 
successful in gaining an NFL 
franchise, Bill Doner, 
president of International 
Raceway Park in Washington 
State, said that he could have 
a WFL team in Seattle within 
90 days. 

Doner said all he needed 
was approval from King 
County executive John 
Spellman and the University 
of Washington board of 
regents. 

“I immediately called Gary 
Davidson, who said this was 


exactly what he had hoped the 
NFL would do,” said the auto¬ 
racing executive. ‘‘He told me 
to ‘Go!’ He assured me I 
would have first rights on a 
WFL team here. He said they 
•want Seattle in the league.” 

Davidson is founder and 
president of the WFL and a 
long-time friend of Doner. The 
Seattle entry in the WFL 
would begin play at Husky 
Stadium at the U of W. A 
domed stadium would be 
ready for the 1975 season. 

Still apparently homeless 
and possibly thinking of 


Seattle are the Toronto North¬ 
men. 

Northmen officials expect 
federal legislation will bar 
WFL teams from Canada and 
are searching for a home in 
the United States. John 
Bassett, president of the WFL 
club, board-chairman Herb 
Solway and general-manager 
Leo Cahill were in Louisville, 
Kentucky, this week meeting 
with officials of the Kentucky 
Fair-Exposition Centre, a 
40,000-seat stadium. 

“We don’t want to come in 
like carpetbaggers and be 


strangers to the community,” 
Cahill said. “We’re concerned 
that some local dignitaries be 
involved.” 

The Toronto group was in 
Charlotte, North Carolina, 
prior to going to Louisville. 

Things weren’t exactly 
smooth for the NFL in the 
meantine. 

O. J. Simpson, star halfback 
of the NFL’s Buffalo Bills, 
said there is a good possibility 
of a players’ strike. 

The superstar said current 
negotiations between the NFL 
players and owners weren’t 


progressing at a satisfactory 
rate. 

“It makes you wonder why 
the owners don’t start talking 
seriously about a contract,” 
said the NFL’s greatest 
single-season ground gainer. 
“For the players, the new 
(WFL) league is the best thing 
since the AFL (American 
Football League). I think it 
ought to mean as average 
yearly increase of $10,000 to 
$15,000 for the players. 

“For the owners, a strike 
would be a disaster. If the 
World Football League were 
the only game on television — 


and they’re supposed to start 
in July — then people will 
watch it. The new league 
would be off to a great start.” 

The latest NFL star to move 
to the WFL is Charlie 
Harraway. The veteran 
running back of the NFL 
Washington Redskins ac¬ 
cepted an “extremely 
lucrative” offer made by 
Birmingham Americans. 
Harraway played out his 
option year of his contract 
with the Redskins and- is. 
available to play for the 
Americans in the inaugural 
WFL campaign. 


Wests capture 
Jackson Cup 


Ex-Welsh international 
Brian Hughes shrugged and 
confessed sadly “It’s been one 
of those seasons.” 

Hughes was watching his 
University of Victoria Vikings 
struggle against Victoria West 
Wednesday night in the 
Vancouver Island Soccer 
League’s Jackson Cup fihal at 
Royal Athletic Park. 

Despite all the early 
chances they had, the Vikings 
produced no goals and by half 
time Hughes knew they were 
in trouble.

Celts, Bucks 
reach final 


Dave Cowens against 
Kareem Abdul Jabaar and 
John Havlicek against Oscar 
Robertson — those are the 
matchups that will highlight 
the National Basketball 
Association’s playoff 
championships. 

Cowens and Havlicek were 
outstanding for Boston as the 
Celtics downed the New York 
Knickerbockers, four games 
to one, to capture the Eastern 
championship and Jabaar and 
Robertson dominated the 
Western finals as Milwaukee 
Bucks took Chicago Bulls in 
four straight games. 

The Bucks and Celtics open 
their seven-game cham¬ 
pionship series Sunday at 
Milwaukee. 

Havlicek, the team captain, 
led the scoring with 33 points 
and Cowens added 19 points, 
including two key three-point 
plays in the fourth quarter, in 
the Celtics105-94 victory over 
New York in the fifth game 
Wednesday at Boston. 

Although revenge was sweet 
for Boston — they had been 
beaten in the playoffs in the 
past two seasons by the 
Knicks — the New York squad 
was only a shadow of last 
year’s championship team. 

The Knicks played without 
star centre Willis Reed, out 
with a knee injury, and* 


veteran Dave DeBusschere 
saw only limited action 
because of pulled stomach 
muscles. 

DeBusschere, who starred 
on the Knicks championship 
teams of 1969-70 and 1973, is 
retiring to coach New York 
Nets of the American 
Basketball Association. 

Boston will face stiffer 
competition in the final 
against the Bucks, who have 
lost only one of nine playoff 
games ^is season. 

Cowens, who is recognized 
as one of the hardest working 
players in the league, will have 
to give up five inches in height 
to the seven-foot-four Jabaar 
and Havliede will have to 
offset the shooting of 
Milwaukee captain Robert¬ 
son. 

Havlicek, who has scored 
3,000 points in playoff com¬ 
petition, and Robertson are 
two of the game’s all-time 
greats and both provide the 
leadership that championship 
teams require. 

Robertson led the Bucks to 
the championship in 1971 and 
Havlicek played with the 
great Celtics teams of the 
sixties that dominated the 
league.

Girls and Little League 
baseball haven’t had much in 
common in the past, but that’s 
changing. 

Saanich Girls’ Little League 
will open its inaugural season 
May 7, with the official 
opening day set for Mother’s 
Day, May 12, at Majestic 
Park.

“I came out of a good spring 
training and now I just want to 
stay in the groove,” said Yaz, 
who was named team captain 
by new-manager Darrell 
Johnson in spring training. 
The Red Sox slugger has six 
home runs and five doubles 
among his first 18 hits and his 
slugging percentage is a 
whopping .860. He has also 


driven in 16 runs and scored 11 
times. 

“I’ll never forget ’67 
because I had such a won¬ 
derful year and we won the 
pennant, but there’s no sense 
in looking back,” commented 
Yastrzemski. 

Brock drove catcher Johnny 
Edwards of Houston Astros 
crazy this week, stealing three 
bases in a game for the 14th 
time in his career to spark the 
Cards to an 8-2 triumph.

Brock has only been caught 
once in his first 12 attempts 
this season and that compares 
favorably to last season when 
he led the league with 70, the 
second-best total oi his career. 
That year. Brock was caught 
13 times in his first 23 tries. 

“I’ve really been getting the 
breakaways but my timing’s 
not perfect,” Brock said.

Minerals in the ground are 
like money in the bank, Mines 
Minister Leo Nimsick told the 
legislature this week. 

It was his simple defence of 
the government’s policy of 
levelling royalties on mineral 
(H-oduction in the province. 

The days of giving away 
natural resources fcnr profit 
and profit only are over, said 
the minister, and the needs of 
generations to come have 
become equally as important. 

By the year 2000, he said, 
B.C. will be running out of 
lead and zinc so there is no 
justification for producing 
“millions of tons more just so 
we can gpt rid of it.” 

If B.C. doesn’t mine the 
minerals now, they will still be 
in the ground for later 
generations when they will be 
worth more, said Nimsick. 

Debate opened this week on 
Nimsick’s departmental 


B.C. looking 
into smelter 


The B.C. government has 
appointed a task force to find 
out Arhether private enterprise 
or the government can suc¬ 
ceed in establishing a viable 
copper smelting industry in 
the province. 

Mines Minister Leo Nimsick 
told the legislature Thursday 
the eight-member task force, 
consisting of government, 
industry, labor and university 
representatives, would ^ook 
into all aspects of a potential 
copper smelting industry. 

The minister said that if it 
should turn out that a copper 
smelting industry can operate 
successfully in B.C., and if 
private enterprise fails to 
respond, the government will. 
M “If the industry doesn't do 
everything necessary to 
provide maximum benefits for 
the people of British 
Columbia, the government 
will move in and get the job 
done," Nimsick said. 

The task force, jointly- 


Bill to protect islands 


spending estimates and 
Liberal MLA Gordon Gibson 
(North ’Vancouver-Capilano) 
lead the opposition attack with 
a lengthy criticism of the 
minister. 

Despite its “apparent 
robust complexion’’ said 
Gibson, the mining industry is 
sick. 

It’s sick because of the fear 
the NDP government has 
instilled during its 19 months 
in office, he said, adding that 
Nimsick had performed a 
miracle in 1973 by allowing 
gloom and despair in the in¬ 
dustry in the midst of bouyant 
and bountiful world mining 
conditions. 

Gibson complained the 
royalty structure is 
“legislation by regulation’’ 
outside the authority of the 
legislature, and argued that 
taxes should be based on 
profits not production. 


To protect the “unique 
nature ” of the Gulf Islands in 
the Strait of Georgia, the 
provincial government in¬ 
troduced legislation Wed¬ 
nesday that will place all 
planning and development for 
the islands under the control 
of a board of trustees. 

The Islands Trust Act will 
affect dozens of smaller 
islands, some of which have a 
population of no more than 
two or three families, as well 
as 13 larger islands, 
designated by name in the act. 

The provincial government 
will appoint three trustees 
who will have the ultimate 
power of decision over 


planning and development in 
the islands. 

On each of the 13 larger 
islands, residents will elect 
two trustees who will be part 
of the board of trustees and 
assist the three appointees in 
decisions regarding their 
specific islands. This means 
planning matters on the 13 
larger islands will always be 
considered by a five-member 
board. 

The board will have far- 
reaching powers. No sub- 
divison plan may be carried 
out without its specific ap¬ 
proval nor may any building 
be altered without its ap¬ 
proval. 


The most controversial 
aspect of the legislation could 
well be a clause which permits 
no appeal to the courts on any 
of the board’s decisions. 

In case of an appeal, the 
minister of municipal affairs 
will have the last word. 

This section has already 
aroused the anger of Con¬ 
servative MLA Hugh Curtis, 
part of whose riding is in the 
Gulf Islands. 

Curtis said in an interview 
he finds the no-appeal section 
“totally unacceptable.” Local 
residents, Curtis said, would 
also object to it. 

Curtis also criticized the 
board’s voting power 


weighted in favor of the 
appointed trustees. 

“There should be more local 
autonomy. The two elected 
members on each of the larger 
islands almost amount to 
tokenism,” he said. 

Municipal Affairs Minister 
James Lorimer said outside 
the house he had an open mind 
on any section of the bill and 
would consider any suggestion 
that “will make it a better 
bill.” 

He said that, with some 
exceptions, he didn’t expect 
opposition to the legislation 
from either residents or 
Capital Region Board of¬ 
ficials. 


He added that before the bill 
was drawn up, island 
residents had been consulted 
regarding their views and 
wishes. 

Curtis, however, disagreed 
with the minister on that 
point. He stressed that 
residents at no time expressed 
the wish to place their destiny 
into the hands of government- 
appointed officials. 

The 13 designated islands 
are Bowen, Denman, 
Gabriola, Galiano, Gambler, 
Hornby, Lasqueti, Mayne, 
North Pender, Salt Spring, 
Satuma, South Pender and 
Thetis islands.

Pollen wants probe 
of rail land sales 


Victoria Mayor Peter Pollen 
says he’s going to ask Tran¬ 
sportation Minister Bob 
Strachan to investigate the 
gradual “abandonment” of 
the Esquimalt-Nanaimo 
railway lands by Canadian 
Pacific. 

The latest example of this 
process. Pollen told reporters, 
was the sale of a section of 
track near Shawnigan Lake to 
CP’s real estate arm. 
Marathon Realty. 

He said the Dunsmuir 
family had been given “im¬ 
mense amounts” of land and 
valuable mineral rights to 
build the railway and main¬ 
tain it in perpetuity, and that 
obligation was transferred 
when the holdings were 
acquired by Canadian Pacific. 

Yet over the years the land 
had been steadily sold off. 


much of it to foresty com¬ 
panies. Pollen said he ^lieves 
the disposal policy is a “very 
dark conspiracy” on the part 
of CP to gradually wipe out its 
contractual responsibilities 
for railway operation.

his family, he pulled up stakes 
and moved to Victoria. 

The reason for Tattrie’s 
warning not to quote Jones 
““out of context’’ became 
evident after listening to the 
engineer. 

Jones was like two speakers 
talking about one topic and the 
two didn’t necessarily hold the 
same convictions. 

Had reporters left half-way 
through his speech and 
dutifully written what they 
heard, they would have what 
Tattrie called quoted Jones 
out of context. 

Consider this the first part 
of Jones “deliberations on the 
highways game.” 

First of all, he said, the 
highways game was 
changing. Environment 
groups all over the continent, 
he said, had succeeded in 
discrediting highways 
engineers. 

“Environment has replaced 
motherhood. Everybody is for 
it, nobody is against it,” Jones 
said. 

The good old days when 


highways departments could 
act as doers without ‘“in¬ 
terference from the public” 
were gone, he said. 

A few determined people, he 
added, could stop any project, 
no matter how good or im¬ 
portant it may be. 

“The environment is an 
issue that lends itself to all the 
aspects of modern 
propaganda,” he said. 

He told the audience of 
about 200 highways officials to 
once again take charge of the 
situation — to outsmart the 
critics by “managing the 
environment question.” 

The need for highways, 
Jones said, has never been 
greater. The public continued 
to demand the privilege of 
driving automobiles, 
regardless of environmental 
consequences. 

New approaches and 
techniques, he said, were 
needed to effectively bring 
highway projects to the 
building stage. 

“You must learn to manage 
tlie environmental restraints 


on your department. Don’t 
confine yourself to reacting to 
the critics — manage,” Jones 
advised. 

At this point he changed his 
approach. Environmental 
groups, he said, were well- 
informed. They should be 
regarded as allies, not as 
enemies. 

“We can no longer sit in 
isolation trying to guess what 
the public wants. We must 
involve the public at the early 
stages of our projects.” 

Environmentalists, Jones 
said, weren’t really the 


“wierdos” highways people 
think they are. 

He also stressed the im¬ 
portance of environmental 
impact studies prior to the 
decision regarding a major 
project. 

Summing up the con¬ 
frontation between pro and 
anti-highways groups, Jones 
said, “I’m afraid the liberal ' 
arts gang on campus has 
ganged up on you and. I’m 
sorry to say, you’re no match 
for them.” 

Will the real Mr. Jones 
please stand up.

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Heritage tag in Saanich? 


Saanich council was asked 
this week to set up a heritage 
building advisory committee 
and pass a bylaw enabling 
heritage structures to be 
earmarked for preservation. 

Hallmark Society president 
Mrs. Carolyn Smyly, 4354 
Wilkinson, presented a brief to 
council's lands, planning and 
housing committee seeking 
completion of a heritage 
building inventory kept by the 
planning department, and 
that an active program for 
preservation be started, in¬ 
cluding co-ordination of 
municipal departments. 

To emphasize her point, 
Mrs. Smyly offered her own 
home to start off the list of 
heritage houses coming under 
the proposed bylaw. 


Brief asks for bylaw 


She said she and her 
husband had bought the 
former Layritz house, from 
which landscaping of many 
original Victoria properties 
was done. 

The society’s brief said the 
campaign was “not a min¬ 
dless attempt to preserve old 
buildings and districts 
because they are pretty or 
because they are old . . . We 
believe instead that heritage 
areas should be a part of the 
municipality's ongoing life, 
historic source materials 


Townhouses okay, 
not apartments 


First results from a 
questionnaire answered by 
Gordon Head residents 
confirms the feeling of a 
public meeting last week — 
the people oppose apartments 
and commercial business 
zoning. 

And they are more recep¬ 
tive than ever before to a 
suggestion that townhouses 
and duplexes are acceptable 
forms of multiple density 
housing in their area. 

The mood of north Gwdon 
Head has adjusted to the idea 
that planning for future ex¬ 
pansion should take place 
now, and that today’s 
residents have some 
responsibility for tomorrow’s 
residents. 

A few months ago, prior to 
the 1973 municipal election, 
the mood was polarized 
toward hostility in the wake of 
a tentative suggestion by 
planners that room should be 
made for some apartments 
and a village-type shopping 
centre to help accommo^te 
anticipated population growth 
in the semi-rural district. 

That pr(^K>sal would have 
Incorporated townhouses,'* 
recreational areas and a 


school site to support the 
community from its most 
convenient central point near 
Tyndall and San Juan. 

Last week’s meeting was 
the first of a series organized 
to let residents of each district 
in Saanich describe to 
aldermen and the professional 
planning staff how they feel 
their communities should be 
developed. The questionnaire 
will go eventually to all parts 
of the municipality. 


adaptable for timely, revenue- 
producing uses, dove-tailed 
with appropriate new 
development both in physical 
space and in function.” 

There are educational, 
social and economic reasons 
for saving old structures in 
addition to historic value, the 
society said. 

"History in British 
Columb^ is so thin on the 
ground, and what we have we 
ought to try to keep,” Mrs. 
Smyly said. 

She likened the waves of 
immigration to North 
America to invasions. New 
culture follows invasion by 
two generations, she said, and 
by the 1880s a new culture had 
emerged in British Columbia 
from the former European 
and Asian settlers. 

Many of the buildings they 
erected were wooden, 
sometimes modest, “but they 
are unique buildings and there 


are none like them anywhere 
in the world.” Mrs. Smyly 
said. 

Two decisive steps a council 
may take are either arbitrary 
or expensive, she said. One is 
to buy outright selected 
buildings, such as Strawberry 
Vale School, which has been a 
municipal building for many 
years. 

The other is to order the 
owner of a heritage structure 
to preserve it unaltered, other 
than to refurbish, where 
necessary. 

That step was “a bit high¬ 
handed for this part of the 
world,” Mrs. Smyly said, 
although in Britain it is done 
often and has resulted in 
considerable prestige being 
attached to such structures, 
thereby enhancing market 
value. 

Victoria uses a Municipal 
Act provision to designate 


heritage buildings that 
require council approval 
before alterations are done, 
she said, suggesting a similar 
step be taken by Saanich. 

Out of an existing list of 30 
or 40 buildings on file, about a 
dozen should be saved now, 
including Craigflower School 
and the former McKenzie 
home near McKenzie Avenue 
and Patricia Bay Highway, 
which dates from 1861, 'the 
committee was told.

A total of 52 motions, 
including nine from Greater 
VicUH'ia school board, will be 
presented to the annual 
meeting of the B.C. School 
Trustees Association in 
Penticton next month. 

The Victoria board’s 
motions range from a request 
that the provincial

A Mutual affair 
that continues 






The man who never kissed 
the Blarney Stone yet waxes 
more eloquent than most poet 
laureates is to be honored by 
his peers Tuesday. 

Fred McGr^or, at 87, is one 
of Victoria’s better known 
citizens. 

Hisramrod back and light 
step belie his age, as does his 
ability to spiel off a poem, 
spiced with homespun humor 
and warmth, with as much 
ease as most people bid their 
neighbors good morning. 

McGregor has a let of neigh¬ 
bors because he’s still in the 
business of life insurance 
after 65 years. 

On Tuesday the Life Un¬ 
derwriter’s Association will 
honor him at a reception, 
marking his 65th anniversary. 

McGregor started with 
Mutual Life as an agent in 
1909, retiring as manager in 
1954 when he was 66, only to 
disdain being put to pasture 
and starting out as an agent 
again. 

It’s probably his puckish 
humor that helps make him 
what his co-workers describe 
as ”a natural salesman” 

McGregor first hit Canadian 
shores in May, 1888, after his 
stonemason father and his 
mother decided to take tl.ci»* 
seven children and try their 
luck overseas. 

McGregor was then 22- 
months-old and too young to 
have had a chance to kiss the 
Blarney Stone although he

was born in Lisburn, near 
Belfast. 

He has a piece of rock from 
Blarney Castle, however. 


which he insists ‘‘keeps me up 
to date.” 

The McGregor family first 
put into Vancouver, 
McGregor’s father then 
heading off to the ‘‘village of 
Seattle” to find work. 

Instead, the steamer put in 
to Victoria because of engine 
trouble and he decided to try 
his luck here. 

Following up a tip he 
received in a downtown hotel, 
he stopped a man cm the 
street, who turned out to be 
from San Francisco, brought 
up here to build Dunsmuir 
Castle. 

McGregor’s father was 
taken on as a stonemason and 
the lifelong affair between 
McGregor and the people of 
Victoria had its b^innings. 

A long-time member of the 
Kiwanis and an active com¬ 
munity worker, McGregor 
says he has no intention of 
retiring yet. 

‘‘When I retired as manager 
20 years ago,” he says, ‘‘I had 
a retread and it’s standing up 
very well.” 

His company’s 
headquarters in eastern 
Canada feted him in February 
and told him they’ll have him 
back every five years. 

McGregor has every in¬ 
tention of making it in 1979. 

If he does — you can bet 
there’ll be a special off-the- 
cuff peom at the ready when it 
comes time for him to receive 
yet another round of ac¬ 
colades.

He said in an interview 
before the meeting that 
prospects for union don’t lock 
too encuraging but he believes 
that union can be achieved 
and can be successful. 

Craig is executive secretary 
of the committee on union and 
joint mission for the three 
churches now discussing 
union — The Anglican Church, 
United Church and the 
Christian Church (Disciples of 
Christ). A United Church 
minister, he has been on the 


committee for six years. He 
now works out of Toronto. 

Craig believes that 75 per 
cent of United Church 
members would vote for 
union. The required number is 
two>thirds. Anglicans would 
require a 75 per cent vote and 
Disciples a two-thirds vote in 
each congregation. 

Craig has gone on record as 
saying that the biggest ob¬ 
stacles to church uniwi are the 
clergy and the establishment 
in church headquarters. 

He said Thursday that 
"localism and edifice wor¬ 
ship” were also barriers to 
union. 


He lamented the fact that 
Christians talk of one God and 
one church "in 57 different 
varieties.” This makes 
Sunday a day of division, he 
said, and results in a preoc¬ 
cupation with denominational 
structures that use up money 
and the effort of church 
personnel which keeps them 
from reaching out into the 
community. 

The national legislative 
bodies of the three churches 
will be asked in June of next 
year to approve church union 
in principle. 

The next step will be a 


national plebiscite of 
Aiiglicans and United Church 
members individually, not by 
congregation, the fdlowing 
year. The Disciples will vote 
by congregation. There will 
also be a vote by Anglican 
dioceses and United Church 
presbyteries in 1976. 

The big decision will be 
made by the three churches’ 
governing bodies in 1977. The 
new church would be the 
(Jhurch of Christ in Canada. 

Craig met with Anglican 
clergy earlier Thursday and a 
meeting with United Church 
clergy was scheduled for 
Friday.

WEIGHT SALON GIVEN JUDGMENT 

Slimmer's bill reduced 


A court judgment that could 
greatly affect the relationship 
between weight-reducing 
salons and their members was 
handed down this week in 
Prince George. 

One of more than 30 women 
who are trying to cancel their 
contracts with Hilton True 
Dimensions in Prince George 
was ordered by the small 
claims court to pay the salon 
$25 in “liquidate damages” 
plus $10 costs. 

Mrs. Tannice Lindstrom 
had signed a contract with the 
salon for $320, but decided 
later not to use the salon or 
pay the money. 

Hilton True Dimensions 
sued her for the amount she 
owed according to the con¬ 
tract, but was awarded only 
$35. 


Although the decision was a 
satisfactory one from ‘*a 
monetary standpoint,” Harry 
Wruk, a Prince George lawyer 
who represented Mrs. Lind¬ 
strom, said in an interview he 
wasn’t pleased with the 
outcome and would probably 
appeal the judgment. 

“In principle, we lost the 
case,” he said. “I argued in 
court that the salon made 
fradulent misrepresentation 
that led my client to sign the 
contract and a promisory 
note.” 

“I said in court th^r also 
contravened the Medical Act 
and the Consumers Protection 
Act, but the judge didn’t rule 
on those points.” 

Wruk said the judgment was 
based on a legal point that 


when the salon decided to sue 
Mrs. Lindstrom, it voided any 
further claims on the 
promissory note. “The 
IN-omisory note came to an 
end,” he said. 


Wruk said more than 30 


other women would probably 
get a similar judgment which 
would be satisfactory as far as 
money is concerned, but he 
wants a court decision on the 
principle of the contracts 
between the salon and the 
women.

Wilson, once a Saanich 
teacher who won awards for 
direction in the schools drama 
festival, has gone on to work 


at Stratford with Sir Tyrone 
Guthrie, and later extensively 
in both Canada and the United 
States, in stage and television 
productions. 

He is currently based in 
Vancouver, teaching acting 
and speech at Vancouver City 
College and adjudicating 
plays for CBC radio and TV. 

Wilson was particularly 
pleased with Fugue for 
Female Voices, a one-woman 
play in which Evanne Murray 
portrays five characters, all 
in the Vancouver Buss depot. 
In writing, acting and 
directing (by Barbara 
Meiklejohn), Wilson called 
this “a joy.” 

This type of play, Wilson 


said, makes tremendous 
demands on the single per¬ 
former, and he commended 
her concentration and mar¬ 
vellous ability to hold the 
audience’s attention, even 
while silent.

GARDENS CAN BE FUN 


Cheap seeds are false saving 
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iirja!ry 


Are you thinking of starting 
a vegetable garden for the 
first time this year as your 
defence against spiralling 
food prices? 

If you are, Bob Pederson 
has some solid advice for 
those joining the spade-and- 
hoe brigade for the first time; 

“You get what you pay for 
when it comes to fertilizer and 
seeds. 

"If you start too early you 
may be wasting your time. 

“Don’t be afraid to ask a 
nurseryman for advice.” 

Pederson runs Royal Oak 
Garden Centre. 

He and his wife and their 
three children are still eating 
vegetables which he planted 
last year in his garden at 4109 
Rosedale. 

Pederson cultivates a 30 by 
40 foot lot in which he grows 
everything but potatoes. “In 
that size lot I don’t think it’s 
economic to grow them,” he 
says. “It’s not worth the space 
they take up.” 

Breaking new ground. 


Pederson says a plot should be 
prepared to a depth of at least 
two spades. Then it should be 
fertilized. 

“You can’t cut corners and 
produce good crops,’’ he 
warns. “Cheaper fertilizers 
are basically cheaper because 
they don’t contain chemicals 
that hold in the ground for the 
same length of time as the 
more expensive ones.” 

He isn’t prepared to argue 
on the side of either organic or 
chemical fertilizers. 

“'They both do the job if used 
properly, ” he asserts. 

Pederson suggests novice 
gardeners would benefit from 
using some of the new 
varieties that have been 
developed. 

“Don’t stav with old 
varieties. So many good 
varieties have been developed 
in the past five or six years. 1, 
myself, use F.l. hybrids. 
These are first generation 
hybrids. They’re generally 
more costly but produce much 
bigger yeilds. 


J-. .1 








“For instance, an F.l 
hybrid packet of seeds may 
cost 50 cents, compared to 
another at 25 cents, but the 
seeds will produce six times 
as much.” 

A common mistake, 
Pederson says, is to plant too 
many seeds at one time. 

“A package of carrot seeds 
will feed any family for a 
season, providing they’re 
sown at different times.” 

To ensure not having 
everything ready to pick at 
one time, he suggests 
staggered sowings. He sows 
about a month apart, making 
the last one about the end of 
July. 

Another mistake, Pederson 
says, is to think you’re getting 
a jump on your neighbors by 
planting early. 

“I believe in not planting too 
early,” he says. “No plant will 
grow if it’s too cold. If you sow 
seeds it’s important to keep 
them moist during the ger¬ 
mination season. If it’s too 
cold they’ll rot and you’ll have 
to start all over again.” 


If you’re starting now, 
Pederson suggests that peas, 
broad beans, carrots and 
other root crops, as well as 
cabbage-variety plants, are 
the ones to choose. 

Tomatoes should be planted 
later. “I put my own in during 
the second or third week in 
May because they do need 
much higher temperatures.” 

Once prepared and sown, 
how much care should a 
vegetable plot receive? 

“There should be regular 
cultivation with a hoe about 
every two wedcs. I also use a 
liquid fertilizer — liquid fish 
— about three times during 
the sowing season.” 

Asked what crop he likes 
growing best, Pederson says, 
“Broccoli, because I like them 
and they’re easy to grow.” 

One last piece of advice. 

“Don’t ever be afraid to ask 
for advice at a garden centre. 
Just because we live in the 
City of Gardens doesn’t mean 
we’re all supposed to be ex¬ 
perts!”

Some growers are afraid the 
government’s allotment 
garden scheme will affect 
their business, according to 
Alan Littler, provincial 
supervising horticulturist. 

But a study of imports 
during the growing season 
shows allotment gardens will 
have no effect on B.C. 
growers, he said. 

“If there is an effect it will 
be at the expense of imports,” 
he said. 

Littler said an allotment 
garden 25 by 50 feet should 


provide a family of four with 
vegetables and fruits for most 
of the year. 

The government last week 
rented at $10 each a total of 110 
garden plots to apartment 
dwellers in the Greater 
VictcH-ia area. 

The gardens arc at the 
northwest end of Douglas 
Street bounded by Kent and 
Rowland Roads. The property 
is owned by the highways 
department. 

Plotholders hope to start 


cultivating their gardens on 
May 1. 

Littler said some people 
seem to think that allotment 
gardens are just a fad which 
will eventually die out. 

‘They won’t,” he said. “The 
world food situation is a 
serious problem and it is not 
going to get any better.” 

British Columbians will 
have to pay more and more 
for food as the population 
increases, he said. 

He explained that B.C.’s 
food producing capacity was 


seriously reduced by using 
farm lands for housing and the 
mis-management of 
thousands of fish-producing 
rivers and creeks and 
thousands of acres of 
rangelands. 

That coupled with an in¬ 
creasing population has made 
the province mwe and more 
dependent on imports, he said. 

Many people still think 
there is no need to preserve 
farmlands as technology will 
find new ways to produce 
food, he said. 


‘Technology can, but the 
food will be more expensive,” 
he said. “Costs won’t bother 
the wealthy but what about 
the great masses of people.” 

Littler said there are many 
small parcels of land on the 
Saanich Peninsula which 
could be used for garden 
allotments. 

“But they will continue to be 
used for housing until people 
realize that land is not a 
commodity and is vital to our 
existence.” he said.

A study of junior high schools is being made for Greater 
Victoria school board by Dr. C. E. Hodgkinson of University of 
Victoria’s faculty of education. 

The study, prompted by the concern of some trustees that 
junior high schods are a weak link in the system, will survey 
opinions of teachers, students and the public (xi junior hig h.s and 
on possible alternatives to them, such as middle schods. 

Preliminary report should be completed by June, said 
Hodgkinson.

Any further delay by the 
Capital Region Hospital 
Board in upgrading Victoria 
General Hospital is inex¬ 
cusable, VGH executive 
director Jim Fair told the 
hospital’s annual general 
meeting Thursday. 

Fair said the hospital had 
been “patiently waiting” for 
constructive proposals from 
the regional board “to 
alleviate the immense 
frustration that emanates 
from critical recognitiem of 
the need for ui^raded patient 
facilities.” 

He pointed out that hospital 
“regionalization” as 
originally intended — namely 
avoidance of duplicaticm of 
regional hospital services — 
had for the most part already 
been achieved. 

And therefore, he added, “it 
is difficult to consciously 
justify further delays in 
definitive constructive 
planning when so many other 
deficiencies are outstanding.” 

He said the “purchasing 
power” of last year’s 22‘/^ 
million regional hospital 
referendum was “disap¬ 
pearing” at the rate of ap¬ 
proximately $V 4 million a 
month. 

Despite the hospital’s 
“critical physical limitation,’^ 
he said, it had become in¬ 
creasingly efficient and the 
average length of patient stay 
had decreased from 9.4 to 9.1 
days, with considerable 
savings to the taxpayer.

New noise level 
requirements to make work 
and life aboard Canadian tugs 
safer and more comfortable 
are to be put into the Canada 
Shipping Act. 

Bob Baird of the ministry of 
transport’s marine 
regulations department in 
Victoria says, however, it 
may be a year before the act is 
amended. 

Baird said the department 
commissioned naval ar¬ 
chitects Talbot, Jackson and 
Associates of North Van¬ 
couver to carry out acoustical 
testing aboard the tugs 
Seaspan Planet and Seaspan 
Crusader, as well as some 
other 30 tugs on the coast. 

“They will be reporting to 
us fairly shortly,” he said, 
“and we will be submitting it 
to the industry for comment.” 

A federal report on tugboat 
safety in 1969 concluded that 
some tugs had noise levels 
high enougl) to constitute a 
risk of hearing loss, and to 
interfere with crews hearing 
operating commands and with 
sleep. 

“The trouble,” said Baird, 
“is that there has been some 
differences of (pinion on how 
noise should be measured. 
’This is why it’s taking so 
long.” 

In addition to the acoustical 
testing, which began in 1971, 
Acoustical Engineering has 
helped develop a noise 
reduction program for the 
B.C. Towboat Owners 
Association and the three 
crew unions. 

Aboard the Seaspan Planet, 
research pinpointed engine 
vibrations, travelling through 
the steel hull and super¬ 
structure, as the major cause 
of noise in the crew’s quar¬ 
ters. 

The solution was to remount 
the tug’s engine on resilient 
neoprene (a rubber and 
plastic substance) to stop the 
vibrations. 

'This produced the problem 
of the engine bouncing, an 
intolerable action to the 
precision-aligned propeller 
shaft. 

To cope with this problem a 
special coupling was inserted 
between the engine and the 
gearbox to abs<xi> the effects 
ot engine movements. 

The results were dramatic.

hear the radios in the 
wheelhouse from his berth, 
which is just aft of the 
wheelhouse. 

Before the modification, the 
tug’s crew suffered con¬ 
siderable mental fatigue after 
two weeks aboard. Wood said, 
needing a couple of days to 
recover. 

Baird said it has been in¬ 
ternationally accepted that a 
90 decibel level could be 
tolerated for eight hours. The 
Workmen’s Compensation 
Board, however, is trying to 
get this reduced to 85 decibels 
in all industries. 

The extent of modifications 
to meet the new Canada 
Shipping Act requirements 
will depend on the kind of tug. 

All new tugs will have to 
meet the regulations. Costs 
for larger vessels, which have 
lesser noise problems, and 
smaller ones will cost in the 
neighborhood of $15,000. 

The engine remounting 
program will involve up to 200 
continuously-operating B. . 
tugs with our or five-man, 
crews which are at sea for up 
to two weeks at a time. Engine 
remounting costs could run 
between $18,000 and $25,000. 

B.C. towboat owners could 
be faced with a $5 million to $6 
million remounting program, 
plus the additional costs on 
each new tug yet to be built.
